T H K O N K T E R M 
B IU U . 
8ome one presented a measure in the 
senate the other day that would make a 
very good law if the general assembly 
oould only be Induced to eliminate one 
proyision before its final passage. The 
bill extends the term of mayors of cities 
to four years, but prohibits any mayor 
from being reelected. The first provision 
should be thrown out. the second should 
be passed with a big majority. 
The corrnption of Ohio munioipalitiee 
is notorious. Many remedies have been 
suggested, and some have been tried, 
bnt the result is always the same. In 
the larger cities it is prouonnoed. and in 
those of less population there is serious 
cause for oomplaiut. This condition is 
largely due to ring politic» . It is brought 
about by men who gain a foothold and 
retain it. To increase the term of the 
executive officer of a city would in many 
instanci» but add to that ring power, 
and permit him to surround himself 
with the political gang whose presence 
I 
is ever to be deplored. 
■ 
On the other hand the one term section 
of the bill w ould be a blessing It would 
then be possible for the mayor to do his 
duty without being hampered by a 
thought of the prestage ho would lose 
through that oonrse. With the knowl­ 
edge that the men he justly punished 
would not have occasion for revenge 
through the next election, he oonld en­ 
force the law without favor. 
There 
would then be no excuse for that disre­ 
gard of law now’ so pronounced in every 
city of Ohio. 
Perhaps it would be better to kill this 
bill entirely, and substitute one provid­ 
ing for the election of a mayor in every 
city of the state every two years, no man 
to hold the office for more than one term. 
Then would we be approaching that 
point where municipal government 
^ would cease to be a aisgraoe and a re­ 
proach, and the law abiding citizen 
would not be compelled to hide his fai^ 
in shame when he heard some long 
winded onMor ptahie onr system.

bill extends the term of mayors of cities 
to four years, but prohibits any mayor 
from being reelected The first provision 
should be thrown out. the second should 
be passed with a big majority. 
The corruption of Ohio municipalities 
is notorious. 
Many remedies have been 
suggested, and some have been tried, 
but the result is always the same. 
In 
the larger cities it is pronounced, and in 
those of less population there is serious 
cause for complaint. This condition is 
largely doe to ring politics It is brought 
about by men who gaiu a foothold and 
retain it. To increase the term of the 
executive officer of a city would in many 
instances but add to that riug power, 
and permit him to surround himself 
with the political gang whoso presence 
is ever to be deplored. 
On the other hand the one term section 
of the bill would be a blessing It wonld 
then be possible for the mayor to do his 
duty without being hampered by a 
thought of the prestage ho would lose 
through that course. 
With the knowl­ 
edge that the men he justly punished 
would not have occasion for revenge 
through the next election, he could en­ 
force the law without favor. 
There 
would then be no excuse for that disre­ 
gard of law now’ so pronounced in every 
city of Ohio. 
Perhaps it would be better to kill this 
bill entirely, and substitute one provid­ 
ing for the election of a mayor in every 
city of the state every two years, no man 
to hold the office for more than one term. 
Then would we be approaching that 
point 
where 
municipal 
government 
would cease to be a disgrace and a re­ 
proach, and the law abiding citizen 
would not be compelled to hide his face 
in shame when he heard so me long 
winded orator praise our system.
